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PROHIBITION GAINS
SWEEPING VICTORY

Majority of More Than Two to One Recorded

Charleston and Dorchester In Minozity—Total Num-
ber of Ballots Not Far From Sixty Thousand—
Becomes Effective January 1

Statewide prohibition will take ef-
fect in South Carolina January 1st,
1916. At the polls Tuesday the peo-
ple of the State, by a majority of
more than two to one, voted to sub-
stitute Statewide prohibition for ths
present system of ocal option be-
tween the county dispensary and pro-
hibition.

The total vote probably will not be
far from 60,000. This is less than
half the size of the vote cast for sen-
ator in the last Democratic primary,
but is some 25,000 more than the vote
in the last general election.

The upcountry countles, led by

Spartanburg, turned in sweeping ma-
jorities for prohibition. n the Pee
Dee, while the vote was smaller, the
the general trend was the same, most
of the counties giving strong majori-
ties in favor of Statewide prohibition.
